■ February 9 - Wars of Sc ottish Independence: John "Red" 
Comyn, Lord of Badenoch , negotiates a peace with the 
Kingdom of England.^ 

■ July 20 - Fall of Stirling C astle: Ed ward I of En gland takes 
the last rebel stronghold in the Wars of Scottish 
Independence. 

■ August 17 - The Battle of Mons-en-Pevele is fought to a 
draw, between the French army and the Flemish militias. 

■ October 24 - Sasa Bey of the Beylik of Mente§e conquers 
Ephesus from the East ern Roman Empire , massacring 
and deporting its native population.^

■ James II of Aragon reconquers Villena, Spain. 

■ Holland and Zeeland are occupied by John II, Duke of 
Brabant and Guy of Dampierre . John II, Count of Hainaut 
recovers the counties. 

■ Ala-ud -din Kh alji, Sultan of Delhi, conquers Gujarat. 

■ A peace treaty, signed between the khanates of the 
Mongol Empire, ends the Mongol civil war. 

■ The Genoese Benedetto I Zaccaria takes control of Chios 
Island from the Byzantine Empire, establishing an 
autonomous lordship there.
